The  Bombay  Rents,  Hotel  and  Lodging  House  Rates  Control  Act,  1947  (as 
in  force  the  State  of  Gujarat)  inter  alia,  prohibits  landlords  from  increasing  the 
rents  above  the  maximum  permitted  under  the  Act,  confers  security  of  tenure  on 
the  tenants  and  permits  landlords  to  recover  possession  only  on  certain  specified 
grounds.  This  Act  will  be  in  force  only  upto  the  31st  of  March,  1974.  As  the 
problem  of  housing  in  the  State  of  Gujarat  continues  to  be  acute,  it  is  considered 
necessary  to  extend  the  duration  of  the  Act  for  a further  period  of  two  years, 
i.  e.,  upto  the  31st  of  March,  1976.  The  present  measure  is  being  enacted  to 
give  effect  to  the  said  proposal.
